What is Claimed is: 

Claims 1 to 2 (Cancelled) 

Claim 3. (New claim) A flying rotary disk with a three-dimensional 
imaging decorating sheet comprising: 

a decorating sheet being a semi-transparent thin plastic plate and 
having a non-flat embossment figure on a surfaces thereof; the 
embossment figure a not uniform in thickness; thick regions of the 
embossment figures present as a dark image when they are radiated by 
light and thin regions of the embossment figures present as a bright 
image when they are radiated by light; therefore, as a backside of the 
decorating sheet faces to a light source, a three-dimensional image will 
present to the viewer; and 

a peripheral portion around the decorating sheet and having a 
round outer edge. 

Claim 4. (New claim) The flying rotary disk as claimed in claim 1, 
wherein a plurality of slots are formed around an outer side of the 
peripheral portion
